MRS. KELLNER RECEIVEB MESS¬ 
AGE FROM THEM THROUGH 
SERVANT GIRL. 


The first light on the m>'Bterlous dis¬ 
appearance of AJma Katherine Kellner, 
the 8-year-old daughter of Frederick 
Kellner, general solicitor for the Frank 
Fehr Brewing Company, was furnished 
yesterday afternoon by Mrs, Kellner 
who declared that a meeting had been 
arranged between herself and envoys of 
the kidnapers. Mrs. Kellner has pro¬ 
tested all along that her daughter had 
not met with an accident, but that she 
Is being held for a price, and when the 
word came yesterday afternoon that the 
kidnapers were ready to state their 
terms, she gained fresh confidence, re¬ 
gained her c^imposure. and was over¬ 
joyed by the belief that her little girt 
will soon be restored to her.* 

The news that the kidnapers are 
ready to bargain w'as broken to the 
family In a clever manner. Kate' Mar¬ 
tin, a colored girl, who was an employe 
of the Kellner family for many years, 
I returned to the house yesterday afler- 
I noon and stated that she had an Im- 
, portant message to deliver. She was 
[ushered through the line of newspaper¬ 
men and taken to a rear room, where 
! she told her stor>*. Although H was 
, knowrn that ghe was the bearer of im¬ 
portant news, the exact nature of U 
was not made public. Repeated 
questions pu^t to .Mr. Kellner and other 
members of the family only reeulted In 
denials.

Talks To Newspiaper Man. 


This Is the latest development in the 
most mysterious oase of child abduction 
LoutfvUte has ever known. The police 
have thrown out a dragnet In the hope 
of clearing up the whereabouts of the 
mlMlng child and running down the 
parties responsible for her absence. 
The air of anxiety and worry which 
hung heavily over the Kellner home¬ 
stead all of yesterday changed after 
nlghifaU to an atmosphere of expec¬ 
tancy. Neither of the parents are now 
worrying over the safety of ‘their child, 
"She will be home to-day," said Mr. 
Kellner last night. 

"I do not fear for her safety, but I 
am anxious to see her again," Mrs.

No Reward Offered. 


Finally, Mn*. Kellner decided that It 
\vouid be better to maJee known the fact 
that a meeting was to be held where ar- 
rangemerrts will be made to restore the 
child to her parents. She called a re¬ 
porter for ths Courier-Journal to one 
side, and told of the Information she 
had received from, the qolond girl. 

"Katie worked for raeoefore Alma 
was bom," said Mrs. Kellner, "and these 
awful people knew bow much she loves 
the child, For this reason they trusted 
her with the information, knowing that 
she would bring it safely to us. 

"Katie arms met on the street this aft¬ 
ernoon by two people who said that they 
knew where Alma was. One was a man. 
tiut both were dressed In women's cloth- 
' Ing. They seemed to be greatly excited 
and talked to her only a few moments, 
as they seemed to fear detection. After 
telling the colored itirl that they knew 
all about the missing child, they in¬ 
structed her to see me at once and ar¬ 
range a meeting between us. They told 
her where we were to meet, but threat¬ 
ened both our lives If we dared to dis¬ 
close either the time or the place of 
the meoiltig.

Will Be At Meeting Place. 


There has been no reward offered for 
the return of the child. This has been 
done upon the advice of the police. That 
little Alma U safe and well the mem¬ 
bers of the family and the police seem 
absolutely certain. Mr. Kellner spent 
most of last night with the reporters 
and the detectives stationed In the 
home. His wife was in one of the liv¬ 
ing rooms with members of Mr, Kell¬ 
ner's family and her friends. 

While .Mr. Kellner is a son of the 
late John Kellner, president of the 
Frank Fehr Brewing Company, young 
Mr. Kellner Is only In moderate cir¬ 
cumstances and Is not in a position to 
pay a ransom.

Never Saw Couple Before. 


Cherry, Ill., Dec. 9.—Inquiry by the 
Coroner's Jury Into the causes of the 
St. Paul mine disaster came to an ab¬ 
rupt close to-day without a verdict be¬ 
ing readied or any steps being made to 
fix responsibility for the loss of life. 
Adjournment was taken to December 
20 . 

The jury announced that It would not 
return a verdict until Alexander Ro¬ 
senjack and Robert Dean, the missing 
witnesses, either had been found or the 
cemnty officials show'ed evidence of a 
gmulne desire to find them. 

"I don't know w’hat is being done to 
find these men, but It appears peculiar 
to ms that two men whose testimony 
la of such Importance cannot be found." 
said Juror Thompson, speaking Cor Che 
jury. 

"If you hnd any kind of a State's 
atUimey they would be found,*• said 
Attorney Seymour Stedman. 

Accepting this os an Intimation that 
he was assisting In keeping the missing 
witnesses out of the reach of the Cor¬ 
oner. Attorney Eckhert indignantly ob¬ 
jected. 

"That la no kind of a statement to 
make. It Is unfair when you reallie 
that I have made every effort to find 
those men." 

Attorney Stedman withdrew hhi re¬ 
marks concerning the State's Attorney 
and apologized. 

Prrcedlng the adjournment John 
Hand, a miner from Sjirlng Valley, who 
was In the first rescuing party to enter 
the mine w'hlle the fires were raging 
the day follow’lng the disaster, testified 
that he had heard signals for assist¬ 
ance from entombed miners, but that 
he could get no help from officials or 
experts to whom he told his story. 

Representatives of the Red Cross So¬ 
ciety here answered the charges of 
negligence made by Mayor Basse's spe¬ 
cial Investigating committee, which was 
made yesterday.

Testimony At TrioL 

The testimony at the trial of Parrish 
kbowed that the assets of the bank 
would be sufficient to pay only 15 cents 
on dollar and that the bank was 
hopelessly Involved. As to Parrish’s 
knowledge of tlis bank's condWion the 
court. In discussing the legal points In¬ 
volved In the case 8a>*a: 

"There can be no cSoubt from the 
facts that the poaltlon. relation, author¬ 
ity and direction of Parrish to the oon- 
dltlond under Invewilgatlon and his per¬ 
sonal and immediate opportunities of 
knowledge reapectln(f them, afforded 
him sut^ knowledge of Insolvency of 
ths bank as waa essential under the 
law to convict him of the evil intent of 
knowingly receUdng depoolta when the 
bank was Insolvent."

Accuaed Had Fair Trial. 


'*The statute under which appellant 
was convicted was enacted for the pro¬ 
tection and security of depositors who 
comprise a large part of our people, who 
must and do depend for tho safety of 
their deposits upon the honesty, prud¬ 
ence and business Integrity *of the offi¬ 
cers of the banka In which they have 
placed them. As a rule they have no 
means or opportunity of know*!ng ex¬ 
cept from acts and Information furnish¬ 
ed by Its officers whether the bank In

LEAVE BEDFORD. IND., A2iD THE 
UNION MEN REJOICE. 


Stonecutters Who Walked Out Feel 
Much Encouraged Over 
Dereeiopmeats. 


Bedford, Ind., Dec. 9.—(Special.)— 
The workingmen,of the city who are In¬ 
terested in the local labor trouble are 
quietly rejoicing to-day over the de¬ 
parture of all the strikebreakers that 
were Imported to this city last Satur¬ 
day night. The men left the cUy on 
the Mo non train bound for Chicago. 
There were twenty-five men In the 
party. The departure of the guards 
and cooks has encouraged many cf 
the men to believe that despite reports 
to the contrary, the op<?raior8 will bring 
no more strikebreakers Into the city. 

There are a few. however, who are 
skeptical and believe that the guards 
went to Chicago for the purpose of ac- 
companylng another crew of imported 
men into the city. The men who are 
out are feeling better over the outlook 
than at any time before, believing that 
Ihelr hopes of winning have become 
brighter. Several stated to-day that 
If more strikebreakers were shipped 
Into the city there would be absolutely 
no opposition, os the expense of that 
kind of labor was the best weapdn 
that they could use. 

The hardest proposition that the men 
have to face Is the possibility of the 
operators making good their often re- 
peated threat to close down the mills 
until spring. If the controversy con¬ 
tinued to that point. It will be a ca¬ 
lamity to the city and will cause un¬ 
told suffering among the men of the 
laboring class.

Oseja's forces, half-starved, footsore 
and sick from the terrible tramp over 
the mountains, are converging In front 
of Rama- Estrada, confident, assured, 
aw'aits the attack behind his fortlflca- 
tlona At Bluefields 1.000 reinforce¬

Without making a distinct refer¬ 
ence to the Issuance of bonds for the 
purp«:se of doing this work he suggested 
thst w'haievi^r wss to be done shouM 
be sccomDllsned In a way to assure the 
prompt ooinplelion of a comprehensive 
proJecL

MANY ADDRESSES ARE MADL 


Doth the concluding executive and 
open sessions of the executive com¬ 
mittee of the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ of America were de¬ 
voted mainly to the dlscuislon of ths 
child Tabor problem. In the execu¬ 
tive session yesterday morning a 
memorial from the American Federa¬ 
tion of Labor, which met a few days 
ago In Toronto, asking that the 
churches exert their influence In be¬ 
half of the solution of the child labor 
problem and that they set apart the 
Sunday before Labor day In September 
as ' lubbor Sunday," w*as read. The 
committee In a resolution that was 
unanimously adopted spread the memo¬ 
rial on Its minutes and st the earn# 
time urg<^ all the churches in America 
to comply w’lth the request as made by 
the American Fi^efatlon of Labor. The 
memorial from the Federation of La¬ 
bor follows:

STDDY HOOKWORM. 


SURGEON GENHRAL OF ARMY 
makes ENQUIRY. 

MUd Disease Does Not Materially 
Affect Health and Looks of 
Southern Recruits, 


The Rev. A. J. McKrlwS)* followed on 
the same subject, but from s different 
viewpoint He s|^kt altogether on the 
problem of child labor snd declared It 
to be ore (if the great<wt draw’backs uf 
the ag« In this country. He tsld It wss 
hard to garher ststistlos on child labor, 
but that there were over 1.000,000 chil¬ 
dren employed in this country. He said 
tlist people cannot ser%^ the Church and 
money at the same time. Continuing 
he said: 

"The child of to-day Is becoming sm 
asset Instead of an Incumbrance as it 
was !mert<jc*d. Of course, children are 
not employed In bonks or on railroads, 
but tht y tire employed In mills snd the 
money made In the rallls Is often In¬ 
vested In banks and rallroada. Child la¬ 
bor means racial drudgery, perpetuation 
of poverty, the debauchery of citizenship 
and the Increase In the army of the iln- 
cm ployed." 

'J'he ccmcludlng address was made by 
the Rev. Herbert Welch, who declared 
that the social problem entered Into the 
life of Christ and therefore It naturally 
entered Into the work of the Church. 
He said that the Church could not ac 
compllsh a*hst It should unless It used 
ever>’ possible means to save men and 
children. Hs auted one of the speak 
•rs had said that the Gospel should pm 
socialised, but he thought sociaUsDi 
should be gOspollxed. He said the Gos¬ 
pel should be ai>p!led to every walk of 
life, and If It wss not done the Church's 
mission was a failura

NIBLO TOURISTS 

WILL VISIT IREUND. 


Washington. Dec. 6.—“In spite of Us 
vast economic importance In the South¬ 
ern States, the hookworm disease is be¬ 
lieved not to affect greatly the health 
and efficiency of the army.* ’ 

That Is the conclusion Surgeon Gen¬ 
eral Torney, of the army, has reached 
aJter a more or lass extonsive Invest Iga- 
tloB Into the prevalence and severity of 
tho disease as It appears In the army. 
He makes the disease the subject of 
consideration In his annual report, sub¬ 
mitted to the Secretary of War to-dsy. 

All the observers have noted, says 
Gen. Torney, thst in many cases the 
Infection has no evident effect upon the 
health or appearance of the Individual. 
Microscopic examinations are necessary 
to reveal the disease in mild cases. 

The duration of the disease w^as one 
of the features which tho military In¬ 
vestigators sought to bring out. Ob¬ 
servations made by MaJ. Chamberlain 
at Jackson Barracks. MlssisslppL 
showed that of forty-four Southern bred 
recrulu, €6 per cent, were Infected; of 
fifty-seven Southern bred soldiers In 
first enlistment. 54 per cent, arere in¬ 
fected. snd out of thirty-four Southern 
bred soldiers in second, or subsequent* 
enlistment, only 15 per cent, were io- 
feoted. 

Statistics on this point were obtained 
from an examination of the army of 
Cuban pacification. Of the twenty-four 
cases of Infection reported, where the 
length of service of the individual was 
given, sixteen were in their first enlist¬ 
ment, four were In the second snd four 
had serv'ed more than two enlUlmeols. 
In an examination of Southern recruits 
at Fort Slocum, K. Y., sjid at Jatksoa 
Barracks by Capt. Siler and MaJ. Cham¬ 
berlain, 139 Infections were found in 
168 men examlnf i. 

“Both C^apt Siler and MaJ. Chamber¬ 
lain agree that the physique of both 
tho Southsrn recruits Is less vigorous 
and robust," says tbe report, "t^an In 
tbe case with those from other parts 
of the country, and they attribute this 
to the Injurious Influence of this Infec¬ 
tion In childhood and adolescence. Tbe 
latter shows that the absolute weight 
of Southern recruits is less than those 
from the North (although the former 
are taller), and that the weight of the 
infected Individuals Is less than thsi 
of those not Infected." 

Gen. Tomey. howe\*er. says that the 
statistics given by> Maj. Chamberlain 
deal with numbers too small for safe 
deductions. "Tbe heights and weights 
of Southern recruits given by him are 
above the average of white recruits for 
the whole army for the w'hole ^or. and 
the fact that the weight to height pro¬ 
portion Is less than the Northern re¬ 
cruits may be due to racial or other 
oauscs. among which a less admixture ^ 
of recent European Immigrants may ba 
a factor. A further study of this ques¬ 
tion with large numbers will prove of 
interes t."

I Sheriff^ound Wanting. 

• Oov. Daneen. of Illinois, after a thor¬ 
ough investigailon.. has reCueed to re. 
fnatate Frank E. Davta of Cairo, as 
t^herlff of Alexander county. Dasla 
Jwaa removed from oAlce on November 
(8. following the lynching of two prla- 
rnere In Cairo on November 10. Qov. 
P^neeo does not believe that Davis did 
all In his power for the protection of 
^he prisoners. That being the case, the 
refusal to reinstate is right and prosier. 
. In bis statement giving his reasons 
tor hia action Oov. Ekoeen says tha 
Sheriff kliew for some houra before lak- 
2ng the negro. William James, Into cue. 
tody that a lynching was threatened; 
that Davis neither enrolled special dep. 
titles nor communicated with the Oov. 
ernor advising him at the facts and re. 
pueetlng the aid of troops, though two 
companies of militia were etatloned in 
Cairo; that in the face of this. Davie 
took his prisoner almost without pro¬ 
tection OuUlde of the county. The 
Governor docs not believe sufficient ef¬ 
fort was made to protect the jail or 
40 identify any of the members of jbe 
snob. After the white man. Henry 
leaner, was taken from jail *‘no effort 
waa made to follow' the mob and rescue 
the prleoner.** 

Oov. Deneen evidently has taken 
pains to gel at ail the tacts In the case. 
The former Sheriff has^ had opportunity 
to plead his own cause and has failed 
to make such a allowing aa was con. 
Tlnclng to the Governor. The nawspa- 
fier accounts of the lynching were more 
favorable to the Sheriff tlian he de¬ 
served, and the Executive, In digging 
deeper than the surface reports, has 
found ample cause for enforcing the 
f ratute which requires the Sheriff’s re- 
fnoval and for the refusal to reinstate. 

The oxampis will be a salutary one 
In the event of future attempts at 
yynching in Illinois. With the prospect 
rf losing their offices as an Incitement 
Bherlffs will take more effective steps 
for the protection of their prisoners. 
Mr. Davis' removal Is the first that has 
l>een made under the law. which Is of 
recent enactment It is a good law and 
will h\ve an Influence toward lessening 
the frequency of moh violence. 


I TLe Poet With the Mucc lUko. 

There devolves upon neWspapers. not 
Infrequently, the duty of becoming 
fnuck rakere. with a view to pointing 
•rut defecu In laws. In the administra¬ 
tion of laws, and the misfortunes ac¬ 
cruing to society from customs and 
conditions that ought to be changed in 
the direction of reform. The litterateur 
may. and often does, become a muck 
raker without offense to good taste, and 
with good effect upon the problem die. 
cussed. Both poets and novelists dis¬ 
charge the function of the man with 
the muck rake vigorously and effect¬ 
ively. KlpUng'e “Tommy Atkins" is 
one of a hundred bits of serious argu¬ 
ment In humorous guise that have been 
of service to cauees. But when a poet 
stoofMi to the level of the creature who 
puta Into print gossip he hears at the 
table of a hospitable acquaintance be 
Is bkneath the bontempt of respectable 
persons- Such a charge Is laid at Che 
door of Wllllani Watson, a poet from 
England, who. It seems, has come to 
Ameiics In the hope of doing s Utile 
money-grabbing as the result of the 
publicity that has come to him through 
the protest of Englishmen and Eng. 
Jlahwomen against one of his poems 
yvhlcb is alleged to be an attack upon 
a woman of social prominence at whose 


board he partook of "bread and salt." 

WllJlam Watson seems to be a rath¬ 
er bombastic person who ^kes himself 
somewhat seriously. He undertakes to 
muck rake men and Institutions In 
England, which is the privilege at once 
of the poet and the writer of prose, 
provided the muck rake is not drawn 
through private affairs, or the muck 
raked up by betraying conffdonces. He 
thinks Swinburne w'us a lesser man 
than Watson. He la call lied to hie 
opinion, although in expressing It he 
Lacks the leavening of wit that Bernard 
Shaw put Into his “greater than Shoke. 
spears’* twaddle. He attacks the suf^ 
fragettes, which la entirely legitimate. 
When he writes a poem attacking the 
character of his hoatdss, and puts back¬ 
stairs gossip Into poetry he may achieve 
his seeming object—the kicking up of a 
rackus to attract enough attention to 
himself to make a market for his w'ork, 
but by becoming the author of a poem 
In which his hostess is arraigned as a 
“wonran with a serpent’s tongue," he 
.fives permanent form to the sort of 
gossip he charges her with having ut 
tered oraUy. He writes an Indictment 
of his own code of ethics ten times ss 
strong aa> that he attempts to write of 
hers. Ho puts proof of his own base¬ 
ness before the public, and stands re¬ 
vealed as the thing that his poet's 
Imagination Is pictured as abhorring. 
If Mr, Watson’s "ranteriar* came from 
the source from which 11 Is alleged to 
have come—and there seems to be no 
doubt upon this point—bis publishers 
have done well in making the decision 
be resents and preparing to leave that 
poem out of the books to be published. 
Others would do well to place him 
deffiUtely beyond the pale of recogni¬ 
tion. No gentlemen’s club, and no 
drawing-room or "salon" should be 
open In America to a poet w'ho at¬ 
tempts to retail in a book gossip he 
picked up in a home. 

Mr. Fowler's Fanfaronade. 

Comes from the tomb, somewhere In 
New Jersey, Charles W’. Fowler to 
>rato. The daisies have been gro.vlng 
over him since some time lost summer 
when he made a picturesque 
upon Speaker Cannon, with all the 
parts of speech as ammunition, and 
provoked In the way of reply "Fowler’s 
an ass," from the Speaker, who stood 
then, and stands no^\ "like Atlas or 
Tenerlffe, unremoved." or like Aldrich, 
unmoved. 

Mr. Fowler Is admirable In that he 
is against much which is undeniably 
evil. He la Inept In that he is for 
nothing that would be useful. He says 
that unless the Republican party gets 
rid of Aldrich and Cannon the people 
will get rid of the Republican party. 
As hope springs eternal In the human 
breait, let u$ join In the hope that 
It la father to the prophecy. He assorU 
that the hope of the people was turned 
to disgust, and their faith to resent¬ 
ment. by the extortionate legislation 
of the exiraordlnsry session of Con¬ 
gress. The Courier-Journal, for one, 
hod no faith In the prospective works 
of the extra session, and little hope In 
any ba\n being found on Ollead with 
the Republican parly as constituted 
intrenched upon that eminence and the 
common people on the other side of Jor¬ 
dan without any boats. Its resentment 
against Congress Is tempered by Its re¬ 
gret that the people have continued 
to pay little attention to their own bust, 
ness and persisted In refusing to un¬ 
derstand Hi Its perfect slmphclty the 
akin game that Is operated behind, a 
tariff law of no little complexity. 

But the wwy to reform the tariff Is 
to reform It; not to attempt to reno¬ 
vate It by reducing the etealage here 
and there, through tlje agency of com 
missions or commttteeV yet leaving the 
essential principles of the system In¬ 
tact and In operation. The history of 
the smashing of proiectlonlim In Eng-, 
land, from the time of the petition of 
the London merchants for Free Trade 
to the time when Gladstone flnlshod 
what Husklsson began and Peel car¬ 
ried on. was not one of measuring the 
theft with a yardstick and reducing It 
by Inches. The campaign of itaiesmoi* 
against practical potlUclani; of pa- 
triota against parasites; of gentlemen 
against thieves; of men against beasts 
of prey was aimed at destroying the 
protective system, not at modifying It. 
When the Aght began Parliament—as 
subservient to special Interests as Con¬ 
gress has been and. In Its open tliame- 
lessness, differing from Congress aa dif¬ 
fers the. street walker from the mis¬ 
tress olfene lover—had put upon the 
statute b\)ka tome l.SOO laws, serving 
as letters of marquo under 
which the privileged classes preyed 
upon the industry and commerce of 
the masses. Nobody understood the 
system of laws in jcs entirety, least 
of all the purchasable ddlbenitivo 
body that made them. Each Interest 
understood the schedules ag dictated, as 
a porch climber understands the uses 
of the tools of hit trade. This is as true 
of the tariff laws In America In the 
ffrsi decade of the Twentieth century 
as It was, of those In England In the 
Arst degrade of Che Nineteenth century. 

Husklsson set about the work 
of reform with a pitchfork and 
not with a pruning knife, as Mr. 
Fowler would do. It was not by trim¬ 
ming and triggering with schedules, out 
by striking items from the Hsi that 
results were aimed at.

MArsbuJl, 
charging that the ofliclais At liockport 
were arresting negroes and "pore 
whUa trash" wiio hod been ahooting 
crops In the alleye, while the wealthier 
element was gambling to Its hcArt'a 
content without let or hindrance. The 
Governor sent the letter to the Pros¬ 
ecuting Attorney at Hockport, 

The prosecutor hardly hod time to 
read a»nd digest the letter before a 
stranger landed Ln town with a roll of 
money big enough to choke a cow and 
was lured Into a little game In a i 
loon. Alter losing 1145 the stranger 
said he believed he didn't want to play 
any more. He left the saloon and pro- 
oeeded to do some hard thinking. Thao 
ha went to the Prosecuting Attorney 
and related his story of trodble. The 
prosecutor suggested that the bereaved 
stranger swear out warrants, which 
was promptly done. 

When the facts In tha case became 
know'll over the town there was much 
indignation and It was followed by de- 
mands from various sources that the 
law be enforced. The* officers got* busy 
and raided tw'o hotels and two saioona 
At on© hotel they found flfly-slx men 
deeply interested In a crap game. 
Ever>'w1iere they mads a good haul, 
and t|ie results were surprising. Whan 
tha catch was Inspected It w*as found 
that tha "poor white trash" was con¬ 
spicuous for Its absence and that the 
"w'ealthler element'* w*as well repre¬ 
sented. Merchants, bankers, a Lawyer 
and other prominent men were among 
the players, and a correspondent, writ¬ 
ing from the aoene to the EvaosviAe 
Courier, says tliere Is harOjy a buM- 
ness bouse along Main street that did 
not have one or more reprs^ientatlves 
at the games. The same correspondent 
adds: 

"Sons of proentnent business men and 
leAdtrs both In the aalooti element and 
the anti-saloon element, were there in 
numbers. It Is reported that the son of 
the hardest worker against the luUoona of 
the city was one of the moet active men 
In attendonca He is said to have rolled 
the dice and was quite proAdent In yell¬ 
ing *oome seven; come 'leven.* 

“Owing to the prominence of the men oon- 
nected with the gambling there la an ef¬ 
fort being made to hush up the matter 
an<b not bring out the namea of the par¬ 
ticipants. Affidavits have been filed 
against over a hundred of cltlsens of this 
place, but as yet none of them have been 
made public. Proseoutor Mvaga was 
rather appalled at the standing of the 
insn coimecied wrUh the gambling and la 
lr.K>klng about for soma way In which ha 
can osaema Anea against them without 
there being much publicity. It Is believed 
that the narrow escape will prove a les¬ 
son to many of them and with the Ud 
more tightly screwed on there will be no 
repeiiiion of the charge#.** 

Tha saloon man^ who undoubtsdly 
will be heavily fined, claim they are 
being made the goau and that the 
proeecuU^r Is coidaavoting to shield **the 
men higher up." They say there is 
gambling at other places besides sa¬ 
loons. and If the cruaade Is to be ef¬ 
fective It shouldn't overlook any bets. 

There Is cumuiativt evidence at 
Hockport that that man Anonymous 
knew what he was writing about when 
he sent Ms letter to the Oovemor.

GREAT STORY-TELLER. 


S1EAM-3R CLARION IS 
BURNED ON LAKE ERIE 


CAPTAIN AND TWELVE U£N AT 
MEiBCT OF WAVES. 


SIX MEMBERS Of* CB£W ESCAPE 
TO PORT—TWO DEAD. 


TEMPERATURE IS NEAR ZERO. 


Cleveland. O., Dec. •.—Two men lost 
their lives and the fate of thirteen oth¬ 
ers is unknown as a result of the burn¬ 
ing of the steamer Clarion near Point 
Pelee, in Lake Erie, eoriy to-day. 

Six members of the crew were token 
from the Clarion by the steamer Ll C, 
Hanna and brought here. Without 
stopping lung enough to tell a c'onnoct- 
ed story of their rescue or their experi¬ 
ences. they were rushed on a train for 
Buffalo, to the headquarters of the 
Anchor Lint Company, the owner of 
the Clarion. 

According to the hurried story of the 
six sailors here, oil attempted to leave 
the Clarion os soon aa the men realised 
she could not be saved. 

Capt. E. J. Bell, of Ggdeniburg, N. 
Y.. and twelve other members of the 
crew took to the lifeboat. They 
left without food and shelter, it Is 
feared that they may starvo. freexe to 
death or drown before rescued. High 
seas were running on the lake to-day 

Burvlvors say one of the crew fell 
overboard when attempting to enter the 
lifeboat, but was pulled back Into the 
lifeboat by h!s conrrndea. Wet, In a 
temperature near xero, It la n<nr conoid- 
ei^ likely by marine men that he will 
survive the ordeal. 

T^ mate was froxen to death, bmvlnr 
been orvepcomc by smoke and expoaeii 
to the weather too long before being 
discovered. An effort was lusde by the 
six survivors to enter onolher lifeboat 
but it eluded them. One sailor fell over 
board and waa drowned In his efforts to 
save the lifeboat. The men were forced 
to remain on the Clarion. Later they 
were picked up by the steamer Ia C. 
Hanna aiid brougbl here. 

The Clarion was a 1,700-ton steel 
boat. Sh© was bound from Detroit to 
Erie, Pa., to lav up when the Are broke 
out. During the night a burning ship 
wraa reported by wireless by the steam¬ 
er H. P. Bope, Sul no definite Informa¬ 
tion could b© obtained until the survlv- 
ors were removed here. The caus© of 
the fire Is not known.

A «t*amJnff airnln«t thr cereleaa hand¬ 
ling of Arc works on Christ maa day Is 
being ssnt out by Harry C. Baan. secre¬ 
tary of the Kentucky Board of Fire l^n- 
derwrltrrs, who will make every effort to 
prevent serious condAgraUona during the 
present holiday s«'usun. The circuiar sent 
out by Mr. Bean folhrws: 

•The seoiion Is ne«c at hand when 
suffering and death must mingle with 
featal celebrations, and we feel it our 
duty to caution the public against the 
use of the more dangerous varieties of 
fireworks. 

•On every Fourth of July and Chrlal- 
mas the celebrations ore the direct ca.use 
of many millions of dollars worth of prop¬ 
erty being turned Into ashes, and leav¬ 
ing behind sevettil tliousanil persons dend 
or woundi^d. all oniised bv the exploding 
of tlreworks. The -chemical Ingredients 
of Areworks are almost unknown to all 
oxenpt the manufacturers. Chlorate of 
potash, one of the hlgh<*st explosives 
known to science, has taken the place of 
gunpowder, and aa this chemical wilt ex- 
ptuils through slight friction. It li more 
ilangtrous iTian dynamite. 

•‘The lnrg«st cannon crackers contain 
two-ibirds of an ounce of chlorate, one- 
third ounce of sulphur, and a scnall 
amount of charcoal. The sev’en-inch va¬ 
riety contains one-half the amount of 
Ingredients as the larger kind.

iM twelve minutes. The i>aper balloon 
very often takes Are in midair, and the 
lighted torch may fall and ignite a ehlngle 
roof or rubbish. lAtsi summer Lroulst’ille 
and Jeffereun vine hoj] several Ares of this 
I origin, the balloons having been sent up 
from the city of IaiuIsvIIIo. 

•The snkall torpedo contains a W'afer 
of chlorate of Ywtaah and gravel, w’hile 
tlie largest variety contain chlorate. phoB« 
phonis and chloride of antimony. One 
manufacturer U using fulminate of mer¬ 
cury. which makes their e.xploslve power 
almost as great as dynamite. These noise- 
makers have been responsible for many 
deaths and accidents, and have also turn¬ 
ed valuable properties into bonfirea. 
caused mostly by being exploded on open 
cellar gratings, the patier wrappings fail¬ 
ing in a burning condition on rubbish 
and packing material In the basement. 

•'A new Arew’orks known aa a ‘son-of-a- 
gun* boa recently made Ita appearance, 
and it would seem as* If It tries to live 
up to Its name on all occasions. This 
Arework Is made of pieces of chlorate of 
potash, and tied together with a fuse, 
and makes about twenty explosions when 
stept>ed upon, it is very liable to Ignite 
the drees of sny woman who may ItOippen 
to step on it. and as It la usually ex¬ 
ploded on the sidewalk, it Is liable to 
set Are to any building by pieces falling 
through open cellar gratings, end land¬ 
ing on rubbish usually’ found in bose- 

The prettiest Areworks’are the least 
datw;erous. and Areworks which are sent 
op In the air are safer than those ex- 
pf^eil near the esrth. Mine*, fountains. 
n«/Werpols and spiiikl^ri are beautiful, 
and few people are burned by them. 
Thes contain nitrate of aJumlnlnum. 
barium and Iron AUngs. held together 
with starch. Beware of the w'lilstllng 
Areworks. as these conuto picrate of 
potash, and will explode by slight fric¬ 
tion. 

•The Areworks above droll with are 
considered the moat dangerous to life 
and propertv. -iod the ingredients of these 
had i>een kept a trade secret until a 
chrmlcal analysis was made by Clarence 
.Marls. pyroUtglst to the State Fire Mar- 
ilial of Ohio It Is time that CouncMls 
In every city and town In this State 
should r^s ordlnanr**- prohibiting the 
sal*' of these high explosive* Areworks. 
and the public should Join hands and re- 
fua« to purchase these life enemies. Few 
parenir would .illow their children to ex- 
p«-rlmetii with dynaiplle, yet they allow 
them to explotie these Areworks, which 
are e%eii more d.vngcrous than that ’high 
explosive* 

•The SUte Fire Marshals. In their an- 
tituil -lesslon at St. Paul last year, adopt¬ 
ed the rollowlng rerwlotlon unanimously: 

*• ‘Whereas, iiw demand for noise in 
celebration of our national holMsys haa 
re^uifisl In the manufacture of high ex- 

C lrisive* in Areworks. which have burned, 
Unded and dismembered countleac thou- 
■uinds and deeiroyed mlUiont of dollars 
worth of properly; 

• ‘Resolved. That It la the sense of the 
State Fire Marshals of Ameiico. in an¬ 
nual session at St. Paul, iliat tiK amount 
of cxpUitlve in any Arework oAfered for 
sale ^hinild be limited by law.. eo as to 
aiA'Iv partirularly to noJse-makIng va¬ 
rieties which are m<»st ilangerous to life 
and property, while permitting the eale 
M those designMl rapcHally for dlirplay. 
and wo will advocate In our several 
States iht enactment of leglalatlon to this 
etwl.**

Tried on the charge of oasauU and 
battery, acquitted, arrested again just 
as he was about to get out of the court¬ 
room and again ludicud on the charge 
of asaault and battery, Wililam Koa.n- 
eon, colored, liad a busy and confusing 
hour in the Criminal Court yesterday 
morning. Horry Wallingford appeared 
as attorney for the prisoner and ob- 
lainoii a favorable ruling when he 
moved the court. Judge W. Allen Kin¬ 
ney Bitting, to give the jury peremptory 
instructions to acquit. 

He objected to the rearrestlng of the 
prisoner, which emme about through tho 
variance between the facts In the cose 
and the charges contained In the Indict¬ 
ment. The court ruled as to these ob¬ 
jections that they could be considered 
only when tho next IndlcUnent kas up 
for consideration. Those who had ap¬ 
peared as W itnesses in the case went 
from the courtroom to the grand jury 
room, w lie re thej* gave the testimony 
that resulted In the second Indicuneiit. 

Robinson was accused of having as¬ 
saulted Patrolman T. J. Price as tho 
pollcemaji ecitered the side door of a 
saloon at Ninth and Grayson aireeu 
last summer. In the indictment It was 
alleged Uiat the assault had been com* 
mitted with ‘’the handa fists and feet'* 
of the pnsoner, whereas tho laHtlmony 
had It that the assault was committed 
with a piece of a broomstick. .Mr Wal¬ 
lingford moved for the dlamlssaJ of the 
prisoner on the grounds that there was 
no reference In the Indictment t'» the 
stick, but his motion was overruled. 

Patrolman Price testified that he and 
Sergt. Buck Miller were summoned to 
the saloon by a second colored man. 
who said he had had trouble with Rob¬ 
inson. As Price opened the door and 
entered. It was said, Robinson struck 
him once over the head with a stick, 
then Aed, the oificer giving chhse and 
bringing the defendant dowm with a 
bullet ki his hip. This latter testimony, 
as to what had happened a/ter the al¬ 
leged assault, was ruled from the Jur>» 
by tho court and the motion of the de¬ 
fendant that the Jury be discharged was 
o%*emiled.

Washlnglon, Dec. 9. —(SpeclaLj—It Is 
to be a do-nottilng Congress as far 
as the leaders In the House and Sen¬ 
ate can mail# It so. 

For a long session It will be brief, 
and the expectation now la that there 
will be early adjournment. Talk is that 
the session will end In April or In early 
May at the latest, provided, of course, 
there are no unforeseen developments 
that compel tho prolongation of It. 

Already talk Is going around that 
almom nothing Issto he done before the 
holidays. Things will be shifted over 
until afior the first of the year. This 
does not apply to Uie work of some 
of tho House committee on appropri¬ 
ations, which will do Uielr utmost to 
hurry along appropriation bills and get 
them on the calendar. For Instance 
the House Committee on Military Af¬ 
fairs will. In all probability have th© 
army bill reported before the holiday 
adjournment. The House Appropria¬ 
tion Committee, headed by Onalrman 
Tawney. wlU rush along th# appropri¬ 
ations bill under its jurisdiction as rap 
Idly as possible. Tho Senate Com¬ 
mittee in charge of appropriation 
measures will proceed more leisurely.

Dec. 9,—The navy year¬ 
book for 1909, complied by Pitman Pul- 
slfer, clerk of the Senate Committee on 
Naval Affairs, shows the race for sec¬ 
ond place among the navies of the world 
to be still very close it* between the 
United States and Germany. 

Of fighting ship* (battleships and 
armored cruisers), built, building and 
provided for, this country has forty- 
five and Germany forty-six, but the 
aggregate tonnage for the I'nlted 
Statea I* 659.241, as against 654,334. 
Germany, however, has a larger num¬ 
ber of small veosels than this country, 
and her total tonnage Is 830.692 as 
against 785,687 for the United States. 
Germany's superiority In respect to all 
vessels is due largely to her torpedo de- 
stroyera of w'hich she has ninety-seven 
a* against our ihlrty-slx. Germany also 
outnumbers us In the matter of large 
guns, the number being 20 $ as against 
180. 

Of the fighting vessels built and In 
operation, the American tonnage Is 73.- 
000 tons in excess of that of Germany. 
Great Britain Is shown to possess 104 
fighting ships, with a total tonnage of 
1.480,680. France has foriy-alx fight¬ 
ing vessels, but her tonnage Is mure} 
thoj) 100,000 tons less than that of I 
either the United States or Germany , 
This difference Is due to the fact that ■ 
an exceptionally large proportion of her j 
ships are cruisers. 

The American vessels are the only 
ones carr>*lng thlrteen-Inch guns and 
the German vessels tho only one* car- 
rving eleven-inch guna All the big guns 
on British ships ar© iwelve-lnchers. 
liilrty-two of our guns are of the ihir-. 
leen-lnch caliber. 

The year-book also shows a total ap- ‘ 
propriatlon of $1,416,138,448 for the con¬ 
struction of the new navy since it be¬ 
gan In 1883, Of this amount considera¬ 
bly more than one-third has been ap¬ 
propriated In the last five years. The 
largest appropriation ever r©<*ordeit w*as 
mode last year and was $136.935.199.;

Hogg will arrive here from New 
Orleans thia morning. Tha body 
wriil be accompanied by Mra 
Hogg and Tom Reilly. No arrangamenu 
have been made aa to when the funeral 
win taka place. In all likelihood the de¬ 
tails wUt be completed to-day. 

Tl>e sudden death of Hogg proved a 
shock among his many friends and ad- 
mireni hero and elsowhera. Hardly any¬ 
one was aware of the fact that the laU 
L«ulavUI# twirler waa seriously 111. The 
firm Intimation of hi* Illness came when 
the news of his death was flashed. 

It was reported that Hogg had died of 
BrtghUa disease. During the idaylng sea¬ 
son he complainad of pains in the aide. 
He remarked a number of times that ha 
ought to be in bed instead of pitching 
ball. But he appiwcleted the fact that the 
t«outsvUJe club, at thaa time, was In a bad 
^or pitching inateriai, and he was 
JvUUng and ready to do hla part toward 
'^kjlory to the Imme team. 

)Vhen on ihtf lMu*iiaiormlng lour Hogg 
stated that, although he looked to be al- 
picture of health, he did not 
rw well. However, nothing w*aa Ihougbt 
ofUie complaint, os many of the players 
were anxious to play In order to help their 
team u> win in aplte of the fact that they 
should be in bed. 

Bill Hogg was a splendid spet'lmen of 
an athlete. He stood six feet In stocking* 
f®*^^n*oighod 200 pounds. He was right- 
n^ded at pitching and commanded the 
raapect ol aJl players who opposed him. 
w • "heady" pitcher snd wos a 

to outguess. He understood 
baseb^l from every angle and In deliver¬ 
ing the ball toward tha plate always 
mixed them up.

In the death of Hogg tbe Ixmlsrllte 
club lose# one of Its moot valuable pitch¬ 
ers and the American Association one of 
l*Hght«st stars. The late mound artist 
or the local team was rvoognlxed as one 
of the premier alabmon In this league.

Hogg, with Frank Delehanty. was pur¬ 
posed last fall by General Manager 
CnlvingtoQ from the New York Ameri¬ 
cans.

)w ohsLnsped his mind and decided to Join 
Vm LAulsviIle team. He stated at tbe 
tlnrm that he waa confident of going up 
Mb. He believed that with one seeson 
In the American Aaeocla.tlon one of tho 
big lea^e managers would want hla ser¬ 
vice*. With thia incentive the former big 
leaguer Mwaya tried hla beat to pitch 
good bell. How well be succeeded, the 
locttl fane know. 

• • • 

Pueblo. Col., was the birth place of 
Pilcher Hogg. While still a very young 
man he played ball with an Independent 
club. The first time he brpke Into tbe 
profeaalonal ranks waa in 1902. Man¬ 
ager Dugdalo signed him to pitch for 
the Beattie club of the Northwestern 
Coast League, ile w’us pitching great 
ball until. In the fall of the same year, 
Hogg broke his right arm. It was 
thought St the time that Hogg's days 
as a pitcher wore ended. However, the 
next spring he came l>ack strong, as 
during the between seasons his arm 
baaled nicely. 

In the fall of IMKI. Clark Griffith, who 
waa at that time In charge of the New 
York Americans, purchased Hogg'a re¬ 
lease. For a short period the late pitcher 
of the Loulavtlle team was farmed out 
to the Monttoal club of the Eastern 
League, 

Manager Griffith recalled Hogg and 
•'Bill" pitched for the New York High¬ 
landers until h* was sold to tha Louis¬ 
ville club In the fall of 1908. Hla work 
at the alah for the Louisville team was 
good. He participated In thirty-seven 
games. He pitched In 295 innings and 232 
nits were made off his delivery. The 
opponents scored ninety times on him. 
Liespite hla wildoeaa. at times, he only 
hit six batters. Hogg issued 104 
bases off bails and fanned 125 of hla op¬ 
ponents. He had thirteen wild pitches. 
Ills record was seventeen victories, four¬ 
teen defeats and one tie game. 

This la considered a fine record and It 
la more than likely that had ft not been 
for the fact chat he was not In the best 
of condition during moat of the aeapon 
ho would have won more games. When- 
e)'er he waa at the slab the men behind 
him alwaya played with confidence. He 
w*** a splendid judge .of the mim at the 
plate and In a good many Instances he 
out-generaled the opponents. The re¬ 
mark was often made by the locaJ play¬ 
ers that they alwara liked to work be- 
hlng Hogg, because they could fell al¬ 
most where to play for the man at the 
plate. Hogg as a fielding pitcher ranked 
fourth. Out of seventy eight chances 
he had two errors, giving him an aver¬ 
age of .974. * 

"It la a great shock to me." said John 
McCloakey, manager of the Milwaukee 
Brewers, when told of the death of Hogg. 
"1 didn't know he waa 111," continued 
Mack, "and I want to express my deepest 
sj'mpathy for Mra Hogg In this hour of 
beresvement. 1 w*ant to say that I con¬ 
sidered Hogg one of tho best pitcheni 
In this league and my men feared him 
more than any other iwlrler In the 
American AssocJatlon. He caused ua 
more trouble than any of the rest of the 
men al th* slab. He w'sa certainly a 
hralnv pitcher and a difficult man to 
out-guess. He was a great mixer .and al¬ 
waya had the men at the plate figur¬ 
ing what sort of ball he was 
going to deliver. I am frank to 
say that the Orcat Umpire in calling 
Bill Hogg out forever that the American 
Association ha# been deprived of one of 
It* best iwlrlers and the Louisville club 
loses a valuable pitcher. I knew Hogg 
from the time he began his first pro- 
fesalonal career on (he hall field."

It 
having aroused a storm of protest all 
over the city by lu arbitrary action In 
ordering new sklew’Rlks, sewers and 
street pavements at the expense of the 
properly owners In many parts of the

Father Bchuh- 
roann made a visit among members of 
his parish w*hom he noticed sitting In 
that part of the church on Wednesday 
morning. Some of these thought that 
they had seen a little girl answering 
the description given of the child, but 
no one was positive and Father Schuh¬ 
mann has concluded that she did not 
reach the church. 

If she reached the church at all she 
could not have done so until nearly the 
end of the 8er\*lce, as she did not Teave 
home until late. One girl says she 
saw the child enter the church and 
leave a short while later.

The law on kidnaping In the State 
of Kentucky naturally Is of interest at 
this time. The punishment for such 
crime Is from on© to twenty years’ 
cnOnemeiit to the penitentiary. 

Kidnaping In Kentucky Is covered l-rj’ 
Section 1,221 of the Kentucky Statutes, 
as follows: 

"Arresting. Imprisoning, or transport¬ 
ing another—aiding and abetting—If 
any person or persons shall arrest or 
Imprison another, or shall transport 
him. against his will, beyond the 
boundk of this Commonwealth, other¬ 
wise than according to law, or cause, 
or In any manner counsel, aJr or abet 
In such arrest. Imprisonment, or trans¬ 
portation. the person or persons so of¬ 
fending shall, on conviction thereof, be 
deemed guilty of felony, and shall be 
confined In the penitentiary not less 
than one nor more than iw'enty years."

It had been supposed until yesterday 
morning that every person In LouisvlUs 
was In sympathy with the Christmas 
stamp crusade, which has as Its object 
crushing out tuberculosis.

MAKES ANNOUNCIUCENT OF HTS 
FATHER’S DEATH. 


NEWS COMES AS SURPRISE. 


Through the arrival of Roy Elmer EJle- 
worth, of North Kingstown. R. 1., in 
Howard Park, a Jeffersonville suburb, 
yeaterday, to assert his ownership to the 
property left him under the will of his 
stepmother. Mrs. Kallierlne B. Ellsworth, 
who died October 4. It was learned that 
bis falhor. Albert Francis Ellsworth, also' 
la dead, a fact which wnu not known pre¬ 
viously. Exactly when he died no one 
seems to know, but he was alive at the 
time his wife expired, os he wrote a let- 
<ter to friends In Howard Park notifying 
them of the facL The stay of the son In 
Howard Park was brief, but he will return 
to-day to have a conference with Judge 
Harry C. Montgomery. 

Practlcaliy all that is known of his visit 
y^terday Is that he went to Claude B. 
Payne, who lives at 687 Harrison avenue, 
Howard Park*, and asked for the keys to 
the house that was owned by Mrs. Ells¬ 
worth at the time of her death, they hav¬ 
ing been turned over to Mr. Payne by A. 
H. Benelngor, who was the last tciMUit. 
Mr. Ellsworth Introduced himself to Mr. 
PaynO and stated he was the oa’ner of 
the property under the will, which was 
made two dsvs before the death of Mrs. 
Ellsworth. He said he had come to get 
the keys and take possession. 

Mr. Payne was not certain os to what 
he should do and telephoned to Mrs. 8. E 
Carr, Deputy Circuit Clerk, who only 
knew there had been a will filed and that 
It lu&d been executed in North Kingston, 
R. I. Id the writing, which was filed on 
Nmambcr 80, It Is stipulated that Mr. 
Ellsworth Is to be the beneficiary and 
executor without bond. As he had not 
qualified In Indiana Mr. Payne w’os puz- 
ztM. and after talking with Mrs. Carr 
advised Mr. Ellsworth to call on Judge 
Montgomery. 

The laws of Indiana do not nermlt of an 
executor qualifying w’tthout giving bond. 

It was only In a casual wav tluit Mr 
Ellsworth menrtloned to Mr. Payne that 
hts father was dead. Tho marriage of Al- 
bert Francis Ellsworth and Mra Kath¬ 
erine D. Hawley was at the home of the 
bride In Howard Park on September 24. 
1906. At that time both principals w’ere in 
a feeble condition from old age. 

Case Goes To Jury. 

It was not until nearly 3 o'clock yester¬ 
day afternoon that the Jury* try'lng the 
case of the State of Indiana against 
Samuel Cooley, Slmnson Cooley, Robert 
Ritter and Cecil Mull, who were chaziged 
with whitecapping Lafayette Floyd, 
whose home Is near Borden, Ind., received 
final Instructions In the Clark Circuit 
Court at Jeff«^rsonvlIle.

There has appeared in the leading dally 
XNipere of the .State euch reckless and 
misleading statements regarding the woo 
clip of Kentucky that we have decided tc 
give the growers figures of the number of 
pounds and value of the clip of this State 
Our figures are taken from the report of 
the Bute Board of Equalization for 1909 
which shows ths number of sheep aa- 
sessed In each county, and from the 
United States Government etatletlce for 
the year 1908. The Government report 
gives the number of sheep In Kentucky 
at 600.000 and puts the average weight 
of the fleece at five pounds, making the 
total 8,000,000 pounds, quite a difference 
from 10.000.000 to 16.000.000. os claimed 
in the recent nubllahed ststements. 

The total number of sheep In Kentucky. 
mm shown by the assessor's books from 
each county la 686.343, and taking five 
pounds as the average weight per fleece 
makes 8.181.716 pounds. These figures 
must bs about as accurate at can be ob- 
Uined. ai there Is a discrepancy of only 
a few thousand pounds between the re¬ 
ports gotten up by the State and the 
United SUtee Oirvernment 

It Is also claimed that there would be a 
saving of 1600.000 to H-OOO.OOO by the pro¬ 
posed method of selling the wool. Tak¬ 
ing 8.181,716 as the number of pounds for 
ths clip and giving the high price of 80 
cents average for the clip, which would 
amount to $964,000. they propose to eave 
more than the entire clip amounts to.
